Putin puts nuclear forces on alert 


Ukraine agrees to 
talks with Russians 
on Belarusian border

KYIV, Ukraine — President 
Vladimir Putin dramatically esca- 
lated East-West tensions by order- 


ing Russian nuclear forces put on 
high alert Sunday, while Ukraine’s 
embattled leader agreed to talks 
with Moscow as Putin’s troops 
and tanks drove deeper into the 
country. 

Putin cited “aggressive state- 
ments” by NATO in issuing a direc- 
tive to increase the readiness of 
his country’s nuclear weapons — a 
step that raised fears that the inva- 
sion of Ukraine could boil over into 
nuclear war, whether by design or 
mistake. 


The Russian leader is “poten- 
tially putting in play forces that, 
if there’s a miscalculation, could 
make things much, much more 
dangerous,” said a senior U.S. 
defense official, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Amid the mounting tensions, 
Ukrainian President Volodymyr 
Zelenskyy’s office announced that 
the two sides would meet at an 
unspecified location on the Belaru- 
sian border, where a Russian dele- 
gation was waiting Sunday. 


But the Kremlin’s ultimate aims 
in Ukraine — and what steps might 
be enough to satisfy Moscow — 
remained unclear. 

The fast-moving developments 
came as scattered fighting was 
reported in Kyiv, battles broke out 
in Ukraine’s second-largest city, 
Kharkiv, and strategic ports in the 
country’s south came under assault 
from Russian forces.

Gone but not forgotten 


Mobster Gentile 
surfaces in new lead 
connected to art heist

Even in death, Hartford gang- 
ster Robert “The Cook” Gentile 
remains at the center of one of 
the world’s great art mysteries, 
the robbery more than a quar- 
ter-century ago of $500 million in 
paintings and other works from 
Boston’s Isabella Stewart Gard- 
ner Museum. 

Gentile died in September, 


insisting to the very end that he 
had nothing to do with the Gard- 
ner heist — in spite of evidence 
to the contrary. Now detec- 
tives outside of Boston are find- 
ing new clues in a long-unsolved 
underworld murder that puts 
Gentile in the company of a group 
of mobsters long suspected of 
involvement in the Gardner crime 
— just months after it happened 
and decades earlier than originally 
thought.

By July, system set to 
break away, become an 
independent agency

The Connecticut Technical 
Education and Career System, 
the state’s largest secondary 
school system, is poised to break 
away from the state Department 
of Education and become an 
independent state agency. 

The transition, effective July 1 
pending final sign-off by the state 
legislature, comes amid several 
other initiatives to bolster oppor- 
tunities and access to education 
and training programs for poten- 
tial workers in manufacturing or 
other trade industries. 

Officials say the move will 
grant the technical system, a 
district with just under 12,000 
students across 20 schools, 
greater control over its finances 
and curriculum, while enabling 
the state Department of Educa- 
tion to focus exclusively on K-12 
learning. 

“CSDE has goals that are very 
different than that of an indi- 
vidual school district such as 
CTECS,” reads a report prepared 
by CTECS officials. “The differ- 
ent missions result in an inter- 
nal competition for resources 
and advocacy, distracting both 
entities from their true purpose. 
Separating will enable both 
CTECS and CSDE to be singu- 
larly focused on their missions.” 

“This gives the space to the 
district to do all of those things 
they want to do, without coming 
through us as the middleman ... 
additional space for CTECS to 
grow into this new economy here 
in the state, in this new century,” 
said Eric Scoville, a spokesper- 
son for the state Department of 
Education. 

What does this mean for 
current and future students? 

Dr. Ellen Solek, interim super- 
intendent of CTECS since Octo- 
ber 2021, said one of the most 
important elements of the tran- 
sition comes in the creation of an 
executive director. 

The executive director, who

“T had a full-time job,” Aldrich 
said. “The only time to write was 
on the train.” 

“The Partnership: George 
Marshall, Henry Stimson, and the 
Extraordinary Collaboration That 
Won World War II,” published 
by Stackpole Books, is due out in 
mid-April. 

“So many people give credit to 
the men on the fronts,” Aldrich 
said, citing generals such as Dwight 
Eisenhower, George Patton and 
Curtis LeMay. 

“These guys,” he said, referring to 
Marshall and Stimson, “trained the 
men, organized the men, built the 
barracks, came up with the strategy. 

“They were running the war for 
Roosevelt.” 

Aldrich, who said he’s been 
reading history since the second 
grade, found additional time to 
write the more than 500-page 
book as service on the New Haven 
line slowed over the years.

outside his apartment in suburban 
Lynn in February 1991. 

Eleven months earlier, as St. 
Patrick’s Day celebrations wound 
down in Boston, two thieves 
disguised themselves as police and 
bluffed their way into the Gardner, 
an Italianate palazzo in the city’s 
Fenway section. They bound the 
guards, battered and slashed some 
ofthe world’s most recognizable art 
from walls and frames, and disap- 
peared... 

The thieves took 13 pieces, includ- 
ing “The Concert” by Vermeer and 
two Rembrandts, one of them his 
only known seascape, “Storm on 
the Sea of Galilee” 

The art was uninsured under the 
terms of the bequest that created the 
museum, and empty frames now 
hang where the art was displayed.

In the days before his death, 
Marks boasted about obtaining 
and hiding some of the stolen art, 
according to Gardner Museum 
security director Anthony Amore, 
whose investigation has helped tie 
the Marks shooting to the heist. 

Amore, who has been investi- 
gating the theft with the FBI for 
years, said Marks’ talk may have

what Amore and the FBI have long 
suspected about the identities of 
the mobsters who allegedly ended 
up with the art. And it puts Gentile 
and one of his mob partners, Robert 
Guarente, solidly within the group. 

Gentile and Guarente, who died in 
2004, became partners after meet- 
ing at a used car auction outside 
Hartford in the 1970s. Gentile first 
became a person of interest in the 
Gardner investigation in 2010, when 
Amore and FBI agent Geoff Kelly 
visited Guarente’s widow, Elene, 
at her home in the woods north of 
Portland, Maine. 

In a stunning disclosure, Elene 
Guarente told the investigators 
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15 minutes from slower rail service. 
Switches that freeze in the winter 
give riders an extra hour, he said. 

Gov. Ned Lamont has blamed 
Connecticut’s aging infrastructure 
for slowing travel and economic 
growth. He proposed last year 
leveraging federal money to spend 
$8 billion to $10 billion to cut travel 
time between New Haven and 
Manhattan by 25 minutes by 2035. 

Aldrich, 60, works for a Japanese 
bank and travels to Asia, providing 
more time to write on long flights 
and in airports.

He completed it by the end of 
2018. During his “Cold War phase,” 
Aldrich read about Henry Stimson, 
a fixture of the political establish- 
ment relied upon by Republican 
and Democratic presidents who 
appointed him secretary of war and 
secretary of state during much ofthe 
first half of the 20th century.

her husband had two of the stolen 
Gardner paintings and, not long 
before he died, gave them to Gentile. 
Sometime later Amore said Elene 
Guarente made another stunning 
disclosure: Her husband admitted 
killing Marks. 

Elene Guarente said Marks had 
been a regular visitor to her Maine 
home — until her husband followed 
him back to Boston one day and shot 
him. Elene Guarente has since died. 

A day or two after the Marks hit, 
detectives investigating the killing 
stumbled across Guarente, Gentile 
and two Gentile strong-arm men 
from Connecticut in a diner in 
nearby Saugus, Mass.

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Marshall, an Army chief of staff, 
secretary of defense, secretary of 
state and architect of the Marshall 
Plan that revived Europe after 
World War II. Learning of the 
partnership between the two men, 
Aldrich decided, “This is the book.” 

He bought a microfilm of 10,000 
pages of Stimson’s diary of his 
government work from 1906 to 
1945 — nearly half accounted for his 
service during World War II — and 
stored it ona flash drive. 

“That was the critical thing.” 
Aldrich said. “Without that, I 
couldn’t have done the book.” 

He also relied on papers of 
Marshall at Lexington, Virginia, 
and a four-volume biography of 
Marshall by historian Forrest 
Carlisle Pogue Jr. And his personal 
library of 700 books that he read as 
a Metro-North commuter for more 
than 30 years included many that 
are related to his research for his 
book on Stimson and Marshall. 

Tom Scheinfeldt, a University of 
Connecticut historian, said popu- 
lar histories are “almost always 
drawing” on studies by academics 


were looking for someone else but 
grew suspicious when the Gentile 
group became nervous and tried to 
bolt, investigators familiar with the 
incident said. 

It has never been determined 
what Gentile and his group were 
doing near the location of the Marks 
shooting so soon afterward. And the 
investigators would not identify the 
two Connecticut men with Gentile 
and Guarente. But James Lawton, a 
retired FBI agent who worked the 
Gardner case for years, said Gentile 
often traveled to Boston with asso- 
ciates he used as “muscle.” 

The investigators said they know 
of no evidence tying Gentile to the 
Marks shooting. 

While there is nothing to confirm 
Marks’ claims before his death 
about access to the stolen art, there 
is little doubt that he associated with 
people who did, according to inves- 
tigators. 

Marks was acquainted with the 
late Leonard DiMuzio, one of the 
thieves the FBI believes got into the 
museum dressed in police uniforms. 
The investigators said Marks had 
been arrested in the past with 
Richard Megna, DiMuzio’s cousin. 
Megna was a frequent visitor to an 
automotive business in Dorches- 
ter that investigators believe was a 
hangout for the men who planned 
the robbery, Lawton said. Guarente 
was also aregular at the automotive 
business 

Gentile, who died Sept. 17 at 85 
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while university-based historians 
rely on archival materials and data 
not mined before. 

Aldrich and his agent were 
rejected by several publishers 
unimpressed by his background. 

“Who the hell are you?” was 
a typical question, said Aldrich, 
who studied economics. “You’re 
nota historian. You’re not a writer. 
Youw’re not well-known.” 

James Grossman, executive 
director of the American Histori- 
cal Association, said professional 
historians come to their work 
from many directions. Adhering to 
standards of research and analysis 
“makes you a historian,” he said. 

“It’s not like being an MD,” 
Grossman said. “There’s no license 
to practice history.” 

Aldrich said although it was 
his first book, he was optimistic it 
would be published. 

“Tn the beginning I thought it was 
the greatest book ever written,” he 
said. “I kind of kept that going.”

in Hartford Hospital, where he was 
treated for a possible stroke, may 
have been the last person alive with 
knowledge of what happened tothe 
$500 million in missing art. 

He had a criminal record dating 
from the Eisenhower administra- 
tion and acknowledged associat- 
ing with mobsters, like Guarente, 
thought by the FBI to have had 
possession of some of the art. But 
Gentile angrily denied ever possess- 
ing two of the pieces or having any 
other involvement with the heist. 

“Lies,” Gentile once said. “It’s all 
lies.” 

Investigators tried continu- 
ously for a decade to get Gentile 
to talk about the case. He refused 
to cooperate, even when assured 
he wouldn’t be charged. He said in 
interviews that he didn’t trust the 
FBI and he turned up his nose at 
millions of dollars in reward money, 
saying he didn’t believe he would 
ever get it ifhe did talk. 

Over the last decade, he kept 
silent as agents arrested and impris- 
oned him repeatedly in futile efforts 
to persuade him to open up. Over 
the same period, FBI agents all but 
disassembled Gentile’s modest, 
ranch home in Manchester during 
repeated searches. 

They found, cash, drugs, what 
a judge called a virtual armory of 
guns, police uniforms, phony police 
credentials and a list of the stolen 
Gardner art with estimated black 
market values — but no art. 
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Slaying of Trayvon 
10 years ago in Fla. 
still echoes today

NEW YORK — Trayvon Martin’s 
final night began with aconvenience 
store run for candy and something 
to drink. It ended ina confrontation 
with a neighborhood watch volun- 
teer, a shot fired, the 17-year-old 
dead on the street. 

It might have been expected to 
end there — the violent deaths of 
Black teenagers have rarely drawn 
even fleeting attention. 

But the killing of this hood- 
ie-wearing, unarmed youth at the 
hands of a stranger still reverber- 
ates 10 years later — in protest, in 
partisanship, in racial reckoning 
and reactionary response, in social 
justice and social media. 

“Tt was the thing that broke every- 
body, all at the same time,’ said 
Nailah Summers-Polite, co-direc- 
tor of Dream Defenders, an organi- 
zation founded in Florida during the 
protests following Martin’s death. 

It happened Feb. 26, 2012. 

Martin was visiting his father ina 
gated community in Sanford, Flor- 
ida, a suburb of Orlando. Walking 
back from the store, he was eyed 
by George Zimmerman, then 28, a 
member of the community’s neigh- 
borhood watch. 

The initial police report said 
Zimmerman called authorities to 
report a suspicious person, a guy 
who, he said, “looks like he’s up to no 
good.” When Zimmerman said he 
was following the man, a dispatcher 
said, “We don’t need you to do that.” 

But armed with a gun, Zimmer- 
man exited his car. 

In the confrontation that 
followed, Zimmerman would tell 
authorities, Martin attacked him, 
forcing him to use his gun to save 
himself. Zimmerman was allowed 
to go free. 

From the start, Martin’s parents, 
Sybrina Fulton and Tracy Martin, 
were outraged. They questioned

defenders were putting up stiff 
resistance that appeared to slow 
Russia’s advance. 

In the southern port city of 
Mariupol, where Ukrainians tried 
to fend off a Russian advance, a 
medical team at a city hospital 
desperately tried to revive a 6-year- 
old girl in unicorn pajamas who 
was mortally wounded in Russian 
shelling. The effort failed, and she 
lay dead on a gurney, her jacket 
spattered with blood. 

During the video-recorded 
rescue attempt, a doctor in blue 
medical scrubs, pumping oxygen 
into the girl, looked into the 
camera. 

“Show this to Putin,’ he said

nor, would serve as the primary 
liaison between CTECS and the 
legislature, allowing the superin- 
tendent to focus more on school 
programming. 

The executive director would 
also be responsible for developing 
connections with Connecticut’s 
business and industry leaders, 
ideally bolstering the pipeline from 
classrooms to the workplace. 

Solek said she expects to see a 
“quantum leap” in trade and shop 
curriculum. With strong commu- 
nication between school and busi- 
ness leaders, students can get a 
better sense of what they need 
to know and be able to do while 
studying their trade. 

“That will be a very significant 
and impactful change, constant 
updates to our curriculum in those 
areas, because we want to be sure 
that we’re meeting the needs of 
business and industry in Connecti- 
cut in a way that our kids can hit 
the ground running,’ Solek said.

Zimmerman’s account. Had their 
son had been profiled as “suspi- 
cious” merely because he was Black? 
Zimmerman’s family was adamant 
that their son and brother, who iden- 
tified as Hispanic, was not racist. 

As media attention picked up in 
early March, others joined in, first 
locally and then far beyond. 

For many Black people, the idea 
that Trayvon had been profiled 
because of his race hit a nerve. 

“Tt felt like, ‘Oh, wow, I can’t walk 
down the street, even in the realm 
of my everyday life, normal happen- 
ings, that could have easily been 
me,” said Jonel Edwards, another 
co-director of Dream Defenders. 

It was especially jarring in 2012, 
when the occupant of the White 
House was Barack Obama, the 
country’s first Black president. 

For years, police killings of Black 
people — like Amadou Diallo in 
1999, Sean Bell in 2006 and Ramar- 
ley Graham, weeks before Martin’s 
death — had caused outrage. 

But Zimmerman “was not law 
enforcement,” said Jenner Furst, 


angrily. “The eyes of this child, and 
crying doctors.” 

Ukraine’s Interior Ministry said 
352 Ukrainian civilians have been 
killed during Russia’s invasion, 
including 14 children. It said an 
additional 1,684 people, including 
116 children, have been wounded. 
The ministry’s statement did not 
give any information on casualties 
among Ukraine’s armed forces. 

Meanwhile, the 193-member 
U.N. General Assembly scheduled 
an emergency session Monday on 
Russia’s invasion. 

Putin, in giving the nuclear alert 
directive, cited not only state- 
ments by NATO members — who 
have rushed to reinforce the mili- 
tary alliance’s members in Eastern 
Europe — but the financial sanc- 
tions imposed by the West against 


“student-centric curriculum.” 

Zane said there’s been a “huge 
shift lately” from workforce devel- 
opment programs focusing strictly 
on post-secondary education, to 
starting at earlier ages. 

“Now, I think this is really going 
to help develop the workforce 
pipeline starting at the high school 
levels, and also help those techni- 
cal schools recruit and look for 
talented students,” Zane said.

“T think we’re getting the word 
out effectively, and this would help 
along those lines,” Solek said. 

Why is the shift happening? 

The technical system’s transi- 
tion out of the state Department 
of Education was put in motion by 
legislation signed into law in 2017, 
designed to streamline operations 
and give the system more control 
over its budget. 

In areport on the transition, off- 
cials wrote that the change would 
also address a potential conflict of 
interest, arguing that the education 
department should not be respon- 
sible for compliance oversight of 
its own schools. 


co-director of the documentary, 
“Rest in Power: The Trayvon Martin

“This person did not have a 
badge,” he said. “This person had not 
been trained how to operate a fire- 
arm in the case ofan emergency and 
not been trained in conflict manage- 
ment, had no skills for determining 
who is and who isn’t the risk.” 

As word spread of Martin’s death, 
many looking to speak out turned to 
the digital space. Social media had 
already shown its potential as a plat- 
form for protest, and now the trend 
went into hyperdrive. 

Kevin Cunningham, then a31-year- 
old graduate of Howard University’s 
law school who was working as a 
social media consultant for a Muslim 
organization, had been intrigued by 
the power of social media since he saw 
the role it played in the 2011 Egyptian 
revolution. He posted a petition on 
Change.org calling for Zimmerman’s 
prosecution, and it soon had about 
10,000 signatures. 

That number increased exponen- 
tially when he turned the petition 


Russia, including Putin himself. 

He told his military chiefs to put 
nuclear forces in a “special regime 
of combat duty.”

White House press secretary 
Jen Psaki told ABC that Putin is 
resorting to the pattern he used 
in the weeks before the invasion, 
“which is to manufacture threats 
that don’t exist in order to justify 
further aggression.” 

The practical meaning of Putin’s 
order was not clear. Russia and the 
United States typically have land- 
and submarine-based nuclear 
forces on alert and prepared for 
combat at all times, but nuclear-ca- 


Under the new structure, fiscal 
oversight will be conducted by the 
system’s superintendent and the 
executive director. The executive 
director will report periodically to 
the legislature. 

The new agency will have its 
own $170 million budget and 
about 1,500 personnel for fiscal 
year 2023, according to Gov. Ned 
Lamont’s budget proposal. 

In future years, the technical 
system will have a line-by-line 
budget similar to that of the educa- 
tion department, “instead of repre- 
senting a single line item within 
the CSDE budget that leaves 
CTECS vulnerable to deep cuts,” 
officials said. 

The legislature approved the 
transition in 2017, which by stat- 
ute will be finalized by July 1. This 
session, CTECS is asking lawmak- 
ers to fund additional administra- 
tive positions.

ferment unleashed by Martin’s 
death did not stop. 

The verdict inspired a Face-

“And so many 
people said, never again, this cannot 
happen that way again.” 

But that public anger also inspired 
a reaction. There have been those 
who took exception to Obama’s 
words of affinity to Martin, and saw 
the protests as anti-police chaos and 
disorder. 

Others acknowledge that Martin’s 
death and its aftermath changed the 
country, but question whether the 
change was even sufficient. 

The Rev. Al Sharpton, while 
disappointed that there has not 
been more federal legislation put 
into place, said a “cultural change” 
has happened.

EU shuts airspace t to Russian flights 


Bloc to buy weapons 
to assist Ukraine in 
‘a defining moment’

BRUSSELS — The Euro- 
pean Union agreed Sunday 
to close its airspace to 
Russian airlines, spend 
hundreds of millions of 
dollars on buying weapons 
for Ukraine and ban some 
pro-Kremlin media outlets 
in its latest response to 
Russia’s invasion, EU off- 
cials said. 

“For the first time ever, 
the European Union will 
finance the purchase and 
delivery of weapons and 
other equipment to a coun- 
try that is under attack,” 
Ursula von der Leyen, 
president of the European 
Commission, the EU’s exec- 
utive branch, said Sunday. 

That and Germany’s 
announcement earlier in 
the day that it would almost 
triple its defense budget 
this year underscored how 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine 
was rewriting Europe’s post- 
World War II security and 
defense policy in ways that 
were unthinkable only a few 
weeks ago. 

In what he described as “a 
defining moment for Euro- 
pean history,” EU foreign 
policy chief Josep Borrell 
said that the bloc’s 27 foreign 
ministers had approved the 
unprecedented support 
for Ukraine and that those 
actions would take effect 
within hours. 

“We have decided to use 
our capacities to provide 
lethal arms, lethal assistance 
to the Ukrainian army by a 
value of ($502 million) ...

and ($56 million) for non-le- 
thal supplies, fuel, protective 
equipment,” Borrell told 
reporters. 

Borrell said EU defense 
ministers will discuss 
Monday how to convert the 
funds into military material 
and ensure that it reaches 
the Ukrainian armed forces. 
He said Poland has agreed to 
act asa hub to distribute the 
arms and equipment. 

The EU ministers also 
agreed to add several more 
people and organizations to 
a growing list of sanctions. 
Those included Russian 
oligarchs whose money, 
Borrell said, is important 
for the Russian economy, as 


well as other key officials, 
notably those spreading 
disinformation. 

Russian President Vlad- 
imir Putin and Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov have 
already seen their assets in 
Europe frozen. 

In a separate announce- 
ment, Germany’s leader said 
the country would commit 
$113 billion to a special 
armed forces fund and keep 
its defense spending above 
NATO’s target of 2% of GDP. 

Anti-war protesters, 
meanwhile, took to the 
streets in Berlin, Rome, 
Prague, Istanbul and else- 
where — even Russian cities 
like Moscow and St. Peters- 


Ukrainians across Europe 
scrambling home to fight 


Thousands decide 
to pick up arms to 


defend homeland

MEDYKA, Poland — 
While hundreds of thou- 
sands of Ukrainians 
flee their country, some 
Ukrainian men and women 
are returning home from 
across Europe to help 
defend their homeland in 
the face of Russia’s invasion. 

Poland’s Border Guard 
said Sunday that some 
22,000 people have crossed 
into Ukraine since Thurs- 
day when Russia invaded 
the country. 

At the checkpoint in 
Medyka, in southeastern 
Poland, many stood in a 
line Sunday to cross into 
Ukraine. 

“We have to defend our 
homeland. Who else if not 
us?” said a man in front of a 
group of some 20 Ukrainian 
truck drivers walking to the 
checkpoint to enter Ukraine. 
They came from across 
Europe to return to Ukraine. 

Another man in the group 
said: “The Russians should 
be afraid. We are not afraid.” 

Members of the group 
declined to give their names 
or gave only their first 


names, citing their security 
and that of their families. 

Denis, 28, who has spent 
six months working at 
construction sites in Poland, 
said he was returning to 
Ukraine where his “every- 
thing” is. 

“T’m on my own here in 
Poland. Why should I be 
here? So I go, for the home- 
land,” said Denis, with a 
small Ukrainian blue-and- 
yellow national flag on his 
winter jacket. 

“T want to go back to join 
the army, to fight. We will 
see, we hope we will win,” 
he said. 

In the nearby city of Prze- 
mysl, Janiel, 27, was also 
preparing to return. An engi- 
neer by education, he has 
been working in construc- 
tion in Wroclaw, Poland, 
but could not remain know- 
ing his homeland was being 
attacked. 

“I talked to my parents 
and I cried. And I just 
decided to myself that I can’t 
watch, that and I can’t just 
stay in Poland as Russians 
destroy our independence, 
destroy our cities, kill our 
citizens, kill our children, 
kill our elderly people,” he 
said. 

Before the exodus, there 
were at least 1 million Ukrai- 
nians in Poland, working or 
studying. The women often 
work as nannies and care- 


takers for the elderly across 
the European Union, and in 
many cases leave their chil- 
dren back in Ukraine with 
grandparents or other rela- 
tives. 

Lesa, 36, from Lviv, 
entered the checkpoint 
building and followed her 
brother into Ukraine. 

“I am afraid, but Iama 
mother and want to be with 
my children. What can you 
do? It’s scary, but I have to,” 
she said. 

Another young woman, 
Alina, said she was returning 
to get her children and take 
them out of Ukraine. 

“We have to, we Ukraini- 
ans have to take our children 
away ... to allow our boys to 
fight,” she said. 

On Ukraine’s side of the 
border, a man was direct- 
ing those arriving to a 
place where cars and buses 
were waiting to take them 
onward. 

The Czech Republic, 
which borders Poland to 
the southwest, is planning to 
support Ukrainian families 
living in the country whose 
men decide to return home 
to fight. 

The Ministry of Labor 
and Social Affairs is prepar- 
ing bonuses for families 
who would lose income if 
“the men need to join the 
(Ukrainian) army,” Minister 
Marian Jurecka said.

According to the 
OVD-Info rights group, 
Russian police detained at 
least 2,063 Russians in 48 
cities over anti-war demon- 
strations Sunday alone.

In Minsk, a pile of flowers 
kept growing in front of the 
Ukraine Embassy. 

The EU’s plan to fund 
weapons would help to buy 
air defense systems, anti- 


tank weapons, ammunition 
and other military equip- 
ment for Ukraine’s armed 
forces. It would also supply 
things like fuel, protective 
gear, helmets and first aid 
kits. 

Von der Leyen said 
beyond the weapons 
purchases, EU nations 
would shut down European 
airspace for Russians. 

“We are proposing a 
prohibition on all Russian- 
owned, Russian-regis- 
tered or Russian-controlled 
aircraft. These aircraft will 
no more be able to land in, 
take off or overfly the terri- 
tory of the EU,” she said. 

Canada also closed its 


airspace to Russian flights. 

Von der Leyen said the 
EU will also ban “the Krem- 
lin’s media machine. The 
state-owned Russia Today 
and Sputnik, as well as their 
subsidiaries, will no longer 
be able to spread their lies 
to justify Putin’s war and to 
sow division in our union.” 

She added that the EU will 
also target Belarus President 
Alexander Lukashenko for 
supporting Russia’s military 
campaign in Ukraine. 

“We will hit Lukashenko’s 
regime with a new package 
of sanctions,” she said. 

German Chancellor Olaf 
Scholz’s announcement 
of new defense funding is 
significant for Germany, 
which has come under 
criticism from the U.S. and 
other allies for not investing 
adequately in its defense 
budget. A day earlier, 
Germany said it would send 
weapons and other supplies 
to Ukraine, including 500 
Stinger missiles and 1,000 
anti-tank weapons. The 
U.S. is also sending stingers 
to Ukraine. 

At the Vatican, Ukrainian 
flags fluttered in St. Peter’s 
Square as Pope Francis 
delivered his Sunday bless- 
ing and appealed for global 
solidarity for “the suffering 
people of Ukraine.” 

Also, the Ecumenical 
Patriarch of Constantino- 
ple described Russia’s inva- 
sion as “beyond every sense 
of law and morality” and 
pleaded for an end to the 
war. 

Patriarch Bartholomew 
is considered the spiri- 
tual leader and first among 
equals of Eastern Orthodox 
Christians worldwide.

Kyiv mayor: Residents full of fight against advancing forces

KYIV, Ukraine — As 
Russian troops draw closer 
to the Ukrainian capital, 
Kyiv’s mayor is both filled 
with pride over his citizens’ 
spirit and anxious about 
how long they can hold out. 

On Sunday, after a gruel- 
ing night of Russian attacks 
on the outskirts of the city, 
Mayor Vitali Klitschko was 
silent for several seconds 
when asked if there were 
plans to evacuate civilians if 


Russian troops managed to 
take Kyiv. 

“We can’t do that because 
all ways are blocked,” he 
finally said. “Right now we 
are encircled.” 

The AP was not able to 
verify the mayor’s report. 
And Klitschko later backed 
away from that assessment. 

When Russian troops 
invaded Ukraine on Thurs- 
day, the city of 2.8 million 
people initially reacted with 
concern but also a measure 
of self-possession. 

However, nerves started 


fraying when grocery stores 
began closing and the city’s 
subway system turned its 
stations into bomb shelters. 

The mayor confirmed that 
nine civilians in Kyiv had 
been killed. 

A Klitschko-ordered 
curfew began about 
sundown Saturday and is to 
extend until Monday morn- 
ing. His order pointedly 
stated that any unautho- 
rized person outside could 
be considered a saboteur. 

“We are hunting these 
people, and it will be much 


easier if nobody is on the 
street,’ Klitschko explained. 

Russian troops’ advance 
on the city has been slower 
than many military experts 
had expected. 

“T just talked to the pres- 
ident (Volodymyr Zelen- 
skyy). Everybody is not 
feeling so well,” Klitsc- 
hko said, adding that the 
Ukrainian city government 
employees were in shock but 
not depressed. “We show 
our character, our knowl- 
edge, our values.” 

In the last few days, long 


lines of men and women 
were spotted waiting to pick 
up weapons throughout the 
capital, after authorities 
decided to distribute weap- 
ons freely to anybody ready 
to defend the city. 

“To be honest, we don’t 
have 100% control,” said 
Klitschko. “We built this 
territorial defense in a short 
amount of time — but these 
are patriotic people. 

“Right now, the most 
important question is to 
defend our country,” he 


added.

Fence to go back up 
around US Capitol 
for Biden’s speech

Officials plan to rein- 
stall the fence around the 
U.S. Capitol that stood for 
months after the January 
2021 insurrection. This 
time it’s for President Joe 
Biden’s State of the Union 
address on Tuesday night as 
concern grows about poten- 
tial demonstrations or truck 
convoys snarling traffic in 
the nation’s capital. 

Capitol Police Chief Tom 
Manger said in a statement 
Sunday that the fence will 
be erected around the Capi- 
tol building for the speech 
and is being put up “out of 
an abundance of caution,” in 
consultation with the Secret 
Service. 

The move comes as offi- 
cials in Washington prepare 
for trucker convoys that are 
planning protests against 
pandemic restrictions 
beginning this week. 

The Pentagon has 
approved the deployment 
of 700 unarmed National 
Guard troops to be used to 
assist with traffic control 
during potential demon- 
strations. 

Modeled after the trucker 
protests in Canada, separate 
truck convoys have been 
planned via online forums. 
Many have different start- 
ing points, departure dates 
and routes, though some are 
scheduled to arrive in time 
for the State of the Union 
address. Others may arrive 
afterward. 

Manger said his force’s 
“mission to protect the 
United States Congress, the 
Capitol, and the legislative 
process remains unwaver- 
ing.” 

The fence had been a 
symbol of the fear many in 
the Capitol felt after the mob 
pushed its way past over- 
whelmed police officers, 
broke through windows 
and doors, and ransacked 
the Capitol as Congress was 
voting to certify Joe Biden’s 


electoral win. 

The U.S. Capitol Police 
Board had approved a plan 
to briefly reinstall the fence 
for arally in September that 
was organized to support 
people who remained jailed 
in connection with the 
insurrection. 

Law enforcement offi- 
cers and members of the 
media vastly outnumbered 
the protesters and only afew 
incidents were reported. 


NKorea missile launch: 
North Korea launched a 
ballistic missile into the sea 
Sunday, its neighbors said, 
in a resumption of weap- 
ons tests that came as the 
United States and its allies 
are focused on Russia’s inva- 
sion of Ukraine. 

The North Korean launch 
was the eighth of its kind 
this year and the first since 
Jan. 30. 

Some experts have said 
North Korea is trying to 
perfect its weapons technol- 
ogy and pressure the United 
States into offering conces- 
sions like sanctions relief 
amid long-stalled disarma- 
ment talks. They say North 
Korea also might view the 
U.S. preoccupation with 
the Ukraine conflict as a 
chance to accelerate testing 
activity without any serious 
response from Washington. 

Japanese Defense Minis- 
ter Nobuo Kishi said the 
North Korean missile flew 
about 190 miles at a maxi- 
mum altitude of about 370 
miles before landing off 
North Korea’s eastern coast 
and outside Japan’s Exclu- 
sive Economic Zone. 

No damage to vessels or 


aircraft has been reported, 
he said.

Afghan crackdown: Taliban 
forces have arrested dozens 
of criminals, kidnappers 
and smugglers in opera- 
tions across Kabul, a Taliban 
government spokesman said 
Sunday. 

The clearance operations 
began in the capital and 
neighboring provinces two 
days ago, and will continue, 


Zabiullah Mujahid said ina 
news conference. The aim 
was to collect weapons and 
arrest suspects, he said. 

“The operation was 
successful,” Mujahid said. 
Hundreds of light and heavy 
weapons were confiscated, 
including rocket-launchers 
and grenades, he said. Over 
60,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion were also uncovered, as 
well as 13 armored vehicles 
and 13 tons of gunpowder 
and explosives. 

Mujahid also welcomed 
a recent U.S. decision to 
ease restrictions on Afghan 
banks. The new license 
issued by the U.S. Treasury 
will allow for money trans- 
fers for Afghan businessmen 
and others, but exclude indi- 
vidual Taliban members. 

He said he hoped the U.S. 
will continue to ease restric- 
tions. Billions of dollars of 
Afghan assets are frozen in 
U.S. banks, hampering state 
institutions in the once 
aid-dependent country. 


Indonesia earthquake: 
Rescuers on Indonesia’s 
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Sumatra island retrieved 
more bodies Sunday from 
a strong earthquake two 
days ago, raising the death 
toll to 11 while another 400 
were injured and thousands 
displaced. 

The body of the latest 
victim was recovered 
from the rubble of homes 
toppled by the magnitude 
6.2 earthquake that shook 
West Sumatra province 
on Friday morning, said 
National Disaster Mitigation 
Agency spokesperson Abdul 
Muhari. 

Six people died in Pasa- 
man district and another five 
in neighboring West Pasa- 
man district, he said. Rescu- 
ers were still searching for 
four villagers believed to be 
buried under tons of mud 
that tumbled down from the 
surrounding hills in Bukit 
Lintang village in Pasaman. 

Nearly 400 people were 
injured by the earthquake 
whose tremors were felt as 
far away as Malaysia and 
Singapore, and 42 people 
were still receiving treat- 
ment, Muhari said. 





Australian flood deaths: 
At least seven people have 
died from the flash flooding 
that has battered northeast- 
ern Australia in the past few 
days, with the wild weather 
forcing residents to evacuate 
and schools to close, while 
thousands of homes have 
been left inundated. 
Queensland has been 
hardest-hit, with torrential 
rain pummeling towns and 
cities and slowly moving 
south to engulf the state’s 
capital, Brisbane, which was 
bracing Sunday for another 
night of heavy deluges.

Brazil embraces a 


One city is trying 
to make life easier 
for those overweight

RECIFE, Brazil — In this 
oceanside metropolis in 
Brazil’s northeast, the schools 
are buying bigger desks, 
the hospitals are purchas- 
ing larger beds and MRI 
machines, and the historic 
theater downtown is offer- 
ing wider seats. 

Recife is one of the fattest 
cities in Brazil. It is also 
quickly becoming one of the 
world’s most accommodat- 
ing places for people with 
obesity. 

That is because Recife is 
part of an accelerating move- 
ment across Latin America’s 
largest country that, accord- 
ing to experts, has quickly 
made Brazil the world leader 
in enshrining protections for 
the overweight. 

Over the past 20 years, 
Brazil’s obesity rate has 
doubled to more than 1 in 4 
adults. In response, activists 
in Brazil have fought to make 
life less difficult for over- 
weight Brazilians — and the 
success of their efforts stands 
out globally for changing not 
just attitudes, but laws. 

Measures across the coun- 
try now entitle the obese to 
preferential seats on subways, 
priority at places such as 
banks, and in some cases, 
protection from discrimina- 
tion. 

In Recife, population 1.6 
million, a law that passed 
last year requires schools 
to purchase larger desks 
and educate teachers about 
weight-based discrimination 
so they can include it in their 
lessons. Another law created 
an annual day to promote 
overweight people’s rights. 

“There’s alot more we can 
do at the national level, and, 
God willing, one day we can 
go international,” said Karla 
Rezende, an activist in Recife 
who started pushing for the 
new laws after realizing that

typical airplane seat belts 
did not fit her. “There are fat 
people everywhere, and they 
all suffer.” 

She paused and then clar- 
ified: Cultural expectations 
in Brazil might mean over- 
weight Brazilians have it 
particularly hard. 

“The demand for the 
perfect body,’ she said. “The 
perfect curves.” 

Like many countries, Brazil 
has recently begun confront- 
ing racism, sexism and 
homophobia. But in a nation 
where the body is often front 
and center — think plastic 
surgery, thongs on the beach 
and a carnival that features 
perhaps more feathers than 
fabric — a national conver- 
sation is also now emerging 
over how Brazil treats over- 
weight people. 

“Gordofobia,” or the term 
for weight-based discrim- 
ination in Portuguese, has 
become abuzzword in Brazil. 
Itis at the center of debates on 
one of Brazil’s most-watched 
































television programs, the real- 
ity show “Big Brother,” and 
is the main issue discussed 
on Instagram and TikTok 
accounts. 

Brazil’s biggest pop star, 
Anitta, has made waves for 
including obese women in 
her music videos and some- 
times not editing out her 
cellulite. And after Brazilian 
country-music star Marilia 
Mendonga died in a plane 
crash last year, some jour- 
nalists and commentators 
were widely criticized for 
mentioning her weight. 

In some ways, Brazil is 
catching up to the trend in 
the United States and Europe, 
where larger models have 
become more common- 
place on catwalks. But when 
it comes to public policy, 
the movement in Brazil has 
quickly surpassed many 
other countries, experts said. 
The debate here went from 
the media and into city halls, 
state legislatures and Brazil’s 
Congress. 


In 2015, Brazil amended 
a 15-year-old federal law 
to extend protections for 
disabled people to those 
who are overweight, enti- 
tling them to preferential 
seats on public transporta- 
tion and priority in certain 
places such as banks. In Sao 
Paulo, there are now wider 
seats for obese people on 
the metro, and in Rio de 
Janeiro, there are some at 
the famous Maracana soccer 
stadium. Three Brazilian 
states recently dedicated 
Sept. 10 to promoting obese 
people’s rights. And one of 
those states, Rondonia, also 
passed a law in December 
that guarantees overweight 
people “access to all places,” 
“dignified treatment” and 
protection from “gordofo- 
bia.” 

“What’s happening in 
Brazil are these collec- 
tive efforts by policymak- 
ers to address this problem 
in ways we’re really not 
seeing in other places,” said

Prosecutors to paint a broad 
case as lst Jan. 6 trial to start

When the first trial stem- 
ming from the attack on the 
U.S. Capitol opens Monday, 
it will set the stage for pros- 
ecutors to do more than 
merely lay out the details 
of how the defendant, Guy 
Wesley Reffitt, sought to 
storm the building with a 
pistol at his hip. 

For the first time in 
a courtroom, they will 
present a broad portrait 
of the violent chaos that 
erupted that day and seek 
to persuade a jury that the 
pro-Trump mob that Reffitt 
is accused of joining struck 
at the heart of U.S. democ- 
racy by disrupting the tran- 
sition of presidential power. 

The trial will take place in 
U.S. District Court in Wash- 
ington and begin with jury 
selection. But because it is 
the first to reach a court- 
room, it will most likely 
set the tone for those that 
follow and serve as a kind 
of proving ground for the 
charges prosecutors have 
filed against hundreds of 
defendants. 

At the heart of Reffitt’s 
case is the accusation that 
the defendant, an oil indus- 
try worker with purported 
ties to a Texas militia, 


obstructed the work of 
Congress on Jan. 6, 2021, 
when a joint session of the 
House and Senate met to 
certify the results of the 
2020 election. Prosecutors 
say he donned body armor 
and a helmet mounted with 
a video camera, and placed 
himself at “the front of the 
pack” that charged the 
Capitol. 

The obstruction charge 
— one of five counts lodged 
against him — has been used 
in lieu of other crimes like 
sedition or insurrection in 
scores of Capitol riot cases 
to describe the disruption 
that occurred when the 
mob forced lawmakers to 
flee. 

Passed in 2002 as part 
of the Sarbanes-Oxley Act, 
which sought to reduce 
corporate malfeasance, 
the obstruction provi- 
sion was initially intended 
to prohibit activities like 
shredding documents or 
tampering with witnesses 
in congressional inquiries. 

Several defense lawyers 
— among them Reffitt’s 
— tried to get the charge 
dismissed, arguing that 
prosecutors had stretched 
it far beyond its scope and 
were trying to criminalize 
behavior that too closely 
resembled ordinary protest 


protected by the First 
Amendment. 

But 10 federal judges 
— including Dabney Frie- 
drich, who is overseeing 
Reffitt’s case — disagreed 
and allowed the charge to 
be used. The Reffitt trial 
will be the first time a jury 
will get to decide whether 
the charge fits the crime, 
although in an unusual 
move, Friedrich has said she 
will strike the count before 
it goes to the jury if the 
government fails to prove 
its case. 

Beyond such techni- 
cal matters, the trial will 
feature what amounts to 
a panoramic view of the 
violence. 

Prosecutors have said 
they intend to prove their 
claim that a “civil disorder” 
occurred by showing the 
jury “the progression of the 
riot” through a compilation 
of surveillance videos from 
both outside and inside the 
building. The jury is also 
expected to see portions ofa 
31-minute video that Reffitt 
recorded during the riot. 

Three Capitol Police offi- 
cers are set to testify about 
their attempts to stop Reffitt 
— and others — from break- 
ing past security by firing 
pepper balls and spraying 
tear gas at the crowd. 


Rebecca Puhl, a University of 
Connecticut professor who 
tracks such laws. “In the U.S. 
and frankly everywhere else 
in the world, the policy land- 
scape is quite barren.” 

Puhl said that since Mich- 
igan passed a law in 1976 that 
formally protected people 
from weight discrimination, 
there have been few mean- 
ingful or related policies in 
the United States. Massa- 
chusetts is considering simi- 
lar legislation, although it has 
failed there before. Iceland’s 
capital, Reykjavik, passed a 
similar law in 2016. And in 
2014, the European Court 
of Justice ruled that severe 
obesity can legally render 
people disabled, poten- 
tially protecting them from 
discrimination, but obesity 
alone does not warrant 
protection. 

In Brazilian courts, rulings 
began mentioning gordofo- 
bia in 2014 and have steadily 
increased since, according 
to a review of available judg- 


eavier standard 


ments by Gorda na Lei (Fat 
in the Law), a Brazilian activ- 
ist group. In October, a judge 
ordered a comedian to pay a 
$1,000 fine for making jokes 
about an obese Brazilian 
dancer’s weight. “The defen- 
dant exuded unequivocal 
gordofobia,’ the judge said in 
the ruling. Freedom of speech 
is allowed, the judge added, 
“but it’s the state’s duty to 
protect minorities.” 

Still, enforcement is still 
often lacking in Brazil. 

Rayane Souza, co-founder 
of Gorda na Lei, said many 
modes of public transpor- 
tation remained inaccessi- 
ble despite the 2015 law. She 
pointed to arecent incidentin 
the coastal city of Guarapari, 
where an overweight woman 
got stuck in the turnstile on 
a city bus. Firefighters freed 
the woman as other passen- 
gers laughed, according to 
the Brazilian news outlet 
G1. “I cry at night just think- 
ing of what the people said,” 
Rosangela Pereira told G1 
days later. 

In 2020, nearly 29% of 
Brazilians older than 20 were 
obese, up from roughly 15% 
in 2000, one of the largest 
increases of any country over 
that period, according to the 
Institute for Health Metrics 
and Evaluation at the Univer- 
sity of Washington. 

Among the 10 most popu- 
lous nations, only Mexico, the 
United States and Russia had 
higher obesity rates, rang- 
ing between 31% and 37%, 
according to the data. 

Dr. Claudia Cozer Kalil, 
an endocrinologist at one of 
Brazil’s top hospitals in Sao 
Paulo, attributed the soaring 
obesity in part to rising wages 
that led to poor diets of fast 
food and processed foods. 
As obesity has increased, she 
said, so have related health 
problems such as diabetes, 
high blood pressure and sleep 
apnea. She said the govern- 
ment should do more to 
address the issue. 

Still, she supported the 
laws. “The fact is, the popu- 
lation is heavier,” she said. 
“So we have to adapt to that.” 


Almost half of 500 million 
free virus tests still available

WASHINGTON — 
Nearly half of the 500 
million free COVID-19 
tests the Biden administra- 
tion recently made available 
to the public still have not 
been claimed as virus cases 
plummet and people feel 
less urgency to test. 

Wild demand swings 
have been a subplot in the 
pandemic, from vaccines to 
hand sanitizer, along with 
tests. 

On the first day of the 
White House test give- 
away in January, COVID- 
tests.gov received over 45 
million orders. Now offi- 
cials say fewer than 100,000 
orders a day are coming in 
for the packages of four free 
rapid tests per household, 
delivered by the U.S. Postal 
Service. 

Still, the White House 
sees the program as a step 
toward a deeper, yet more 
elastic, testing infrastruc- 
ture that will accommo- 
date demand surges and 
remain on standby when 
cases wane. 

“We totally intend to 
sustain this market,” said 
Dr. Tom Inglesby, testing 
adviser to the COVID-19 
response team. “We know 
the market is volatile and 
will come up and down with 
surges in variants.” 

The White House said 
Americans have placed 68 
million orders for packages 
of tests, which leaves about 
46% of the stock of tests still 
available to be ordered. 

Testing will become 
more important with mask 
requirements now easing, 
say some independent 
experts. 

“If infection control is 
still our priority, testing 
is central,” said Dr. Leana 
Wen, a former Baltimore 
health commissioner 
and commentator on the 
pandemic. “Four tests per 
household for one family 
will only last you one time. 
There should be enough

tests for families to test 
twice a week.” 

Inglesby maintains that 
the pieces are falling into 
place to accommodate that. 

Private insurers are now 
required to cover eight free 
rapid tests per person, per 
month. Medicare coverage 
will start in the spring. 

The administration 
has also been making free 
at-home tests available 
through libraries, clin- 
ics and other community 
venues. Capacity for the 
more accurate PCR tests 
performed by labs has been 
built up. The White House 
recently put out arequest to 
industry for ideas on how to 
sustain and expand domes- 
tic testing for the rest of this 
year. 

Wen says people still 
need a guide for when to 
test and how often. 

“Right now it is still 
unclear,’ she said. 

President Joe Biden’s 
pivot to testing came under 
duress as the omicron vari- 
ant gained force just before 
Christmas. Tests were frus- 
tratingly hard to come by 
and expensive. The White 
House is sensitive to crit- 
icism that help may have 
come too late. 

“There is no question 
some people found out they 
were positive from taking 
one of these tests and were 
able to keep other people 
from getting infected,” said 
Tim Manning, supply coor- 


dinator for the COVID-19 
response team. 

Around mid-Decem- 
ber, with omicron projec- 
tions grimmer by the day, 
White House officials began 
discussing how to make free 
tests available for anyone 
who wanted one. But if the 
government started siphon- 
ing up tests on the market, 
that would just make the 
shortage worse. 

“A critical thing to us 
was that anything we did 
had to be done in a way 
did not create a shortage at 
retail to the general public,” 
Manning said. 

The White House 
enlisted the Pentagon and 
parts of the Health and 
Human Services Depart- 
ment that had worked on 
the Trump administra- 
tion’s vaccine development 
effort to distribute vaccines. 
Logistics experts scoured 
the globe for available 
tests. The Postal Service 
was designated to take the 
orders and deliver them. 

That part proved to be a 
good call, said Hana Schank, 
an expert on government 
technology projects with 
the New America think- 
tank. The Postal Service 
already had a database of 
every address in the land, 
and the means to deliver. 

“At the federal level the 
only people who have a 
database connected to a 
fulfillment engine would 
be the Post Office,” she said.

Child well-being systems 
better serve all families

Child welfare systems have traditionally 
focused on responding to allegations and 
incidents of child abuse and neglect, step- 
ping in when warning signs or problems 
are already visible. What would it look 
like to have a system dedicated to engag- 
ing with parents and shoring up families 
all along the way, so that problems are 
prevented before they occur? This is the 
idea behind new federal policies, includ- 
ing the Family First Prevention Services 
Act and the Child Abuse Prevention and 
Treatment Act, and a national demonstra- 
tion initiative funded by the Department of 
Justice called Child Safety Forward. 

What these all share is an effort to devote 
more resources to front end, upstream 
services that support families before abuse 
or neglect occurs and to remodel child 
welfare systems into child and family 
well-being systems that extend beyond 
child protection to all systems that help 
bolster child and family well-being. 

These shifts are long overdue. Children’s 
early experiences get built into the brain’s 
architecture, so ensuring healthy, nurtur- 
ing environments for infants and toddlers 
leads to healthy, thriving children and 
adolescents who are equipped to learn and 
fulfill their potential. 

A stronger emphasis on promoting 
family well-being is also an important part 
of addressing racial injustices in the child 
welfare system — like the troubling fact 
that a disproportionate number of chil- 
dren who are removed from their families 
and placed in foster care are children of 
color. In fact, a February 2021 report from 
the Connecticut Department of Children 
and Families noted “African American 
and Hispanic/Latinx children are more

likely to be substantiated for maltreatment, 
removed from their homes, and remain in 
care longer than white children.” 

We all have a stake and a role in address- 
ing this issue. We also have a responsibility 
to speak up in support of policies that put 
good jobs, safe neighborhoods, consistent 
health care and great schools within reach 
for every family. Policies like the Child Tax 
Credit, which experts have noted has the 
potential to cut childhood poverty by half, 
and the recent research from Chapin Hall 
that shows that providing families with 
concrete supports like food, cash and hous- 
ing both strengthens communities and 
families. 

Addressing disproportionality in the 
child welfare system is one of the key 
goals of the Child Safety Forward initia- 
tive. Funded through a grant from the 
U.S. Department of Justice, Child Safety 
Forward is a demonstration initiative to 
develop multidisciplinary strategies anda 
public health response to address fatalities 
or near-death injuries as a result of child 
abuse and neglect. The initiative takes 
place across five sites, and the St. Francis 
site is primarily focused across the Hart- 
ford region. 

In Hartford, the team faced socio- 
economic conditions across the region, 
including poverty, racially segregated 
communities and inadequacies in data 
collection and reporting that have led 
to limited opportunities for a proactive, 
preventative approach to addressing child 
safety. Central to this effort is the data- 
driven collaborative approach that engages 
parents alongside grassroots neighborhood 
organizations, caregivers, health profes- 
sionals, researchers, foundations, state 
agencies and others, with a goal of better 
equipping those with lived experience in 


the tools and resources they need to help 
their communities and families thrive. 

Armed with data showing a high- 
er-than-average number of unsafe sleep 
deaths among African American infants, 
the Hartford Child Safety Forward site was 
able to work with parents to develop and 
disseminate culturally appropriate safe 
sleep messages for communities. 

Parents are full members of the Hart- 
ford site’s stakeholder group, working in 
partnership with CPS officials, pediatri- 
cians, community-based organizations and 
other service providers. Community orga- 
nizing and leadership development are 
among the methods used to build parent 
confidence and skill to assert the value of 
their lived experiences. The project helps 
prepare them to not only “speak truth to 
power” but to see themselves as power- 
ful. One outcome of this process is that 
parents created a list of topics on which 
they want to be educated so that they can 
create a comprehensive, proactive child 
safety curriculum that will be accessi- 
ble to parents before CPS or law enforce- 
ment reports result in being mandated to 
classes. 

By engaging parents as part of the solu- 
tion and providing them with the tools and 
resources they need to improve their lives 
and their families’ lives, we can continue to 
support a shift from child welfare systems 
to child well-being systems that better 
serve all families. Child protection systems 
are important but represent only one 
aspect of a larger network of systems that 
can promote child and family well-being 
and unlock children’s full potential.

Diet culture is ruining female athletes

“T didn’t have a hard enough practice, I 
don’t deserve to eat.” 

“Fating less will make me faster!” 

“But social media told me to remove all 
carbs from my diet?” 

If you’re an athlete, you’ve probably 
heard those phrases. That’s diet culture 
for you, and it pervades every aspect of our 
lives. It makes us think we’re not worthy of 
food, not worthy of our sport, not worthy 
of appreciating our bodies. It’s destroying 
us, physically and mentally. 

When female athletes hear their team- 
mates negatively talk about food or bodies, 
it can influence negative self-talk. Sports 
teams can be echo chambers of ideas, and 
so-called “locker room talk” about food 
and bodies can truly harm female athletes. 

The combination of factors such as 
cultural notions of femininity, expecta- 
tions to perform at the highest level, and 
diet culture can all breed disordered eating 
among female athletes. 

Asa female athlete myself, I wish I could 
say that I was able to avoid the trap of diet 
culture, but unfortunately, I can’t. In high 
school, I struggled with binge eating and 
orthorexic tendencies. I was also playing 
highly competitive field hockey six days 
a week, for anywhere between two to 10 
hours a day, and not eating nearly enough. 
In my head, I did in fact believe that eating 
less would make me faster. I now realize 
how damaging my behavior was. In my 


senior year of high school, I was diagnosed 
with a bone disease where part of my 
femur died. 

The disease has no known cause, but 
I can’t help but to wonder if my self-de- 
structive eating habits played a significant 
role. 

Today, my joints and bones remain frag- 
ile, and my athletic abilities have become 
compromised. I don’t share my story for 
pity; I share my story to show that you are 
not alone when battling diet culture. 

Diet culture and eating disorders in 
athletics have been heavily associated with 
many health concerns, just as I expect 
they played arole in my bone disease. For 
example, female athletes might develop 
the female athlete triad, which is defined 
by three concerns: disordered eating, 
amenorrhea (complete period loss), and 
osteoporosis (bone density loss). Many 
female athletes who develop this issue can 
trace its roots to diet culture, which often 
emphasizes the idea that there is a specific 
size and appearance that athletes need to 
be the best. Female athletes who begin to 
think they aren’t skinny enough or aren’t 
eating the right foods might fall into disor- 
dered eating patterns. Disordered eating 
can lead to poor nutrition, poor athletic 
performance and serious health conse- 
quences. 

There is a direct connection between 
diet culture’s messages and health conse- 
quences in female athletes. Former athlete 
and mental health advocate Victoria 


Garrick shared on TikTok just how confus- 
ing these messages can be for female 
athletes, including herself. It is easy to view 
these messages and begin to assign morals 
to food, which in turn, means that one can 
begin to lose sight of the importance of 
fueling a high-energy, demanding lifestyle. 

How can we move past this? It starts 
with us. We as athletes need to start speak- 
ing kinder to ourselves, especially when we 
talk about food and body image. We must 
also begin to recognize if and when the 
media we consume is toxic. Health issues 
and disordered eating in female athletes 
are global health concerns. One can even 
think about how the fact that a named 
disorder such as female athlete triad even 
exists speaks to just how specific and 
massive this concern is about diet culture 
harming athletes. 

Female athletes are exposed to a unique 
risk of falling victim to disordered eating 
behaviors and health issues such as female 
athlete triad because sports settings are 
the perfect storm of diet culture messages, 
gender issues, team culture and athletic 
performance goals. Not every factor that 
breeds diet culture can be controlled, but 
female athletes can begin to dismantle diet 
culture by choosing to fuel our bodies and 
our souls while also rejecting any harmful 
notions associated with it.

Enlisting the help of contractors and 
his former boss at the state Department 
of Administrative Services, Konstantinos 
Diamantis mounted a fast and furious defense 
in the summer of 2020 against an accusatory 
memo produced by the building trade unions 
ahead of a meeting with Gov. Ned Lamont. 

The unsigned memo accused Diaman- 
tis of using “fear mongering and threats” 


to engineer an emergency declaration that 
fast-tracked the replacement of a struc- 
turally unsound school in Tolland with- 
out competitive bidding — then provided 
the town with bid specs, a contract and a 
suggested construction manager. 

None of those things were true, Diaman- 
tis replied in a four-page rebuttal that, along 
witha letter solicited from the main contrac- 
tor on the Tolland project, were delivered to 
the governor’s office. What happened next, 
however, is unclear. 

Lamont said Friday he never saw the 
initial building trades memo or the letters 
responding to it. 

Today, the question of who saw the build-

ing trades memo or took its claims seriously 
is relevant to the broader question of when 
the administration had reason to examine 
the school construction grants office, which 
Diamantis directed until his dismissal on 
Oct. 28, 2021. 

But at the time, the conflict between 
Diamantis and the union was a dispute 
confined to the small world of construction 
in Connecticut. A subtext to the union’s 
complaints was the suspicion that Diaman- 
tis, then the state official in charge of school 
construction grants, was disparaging the use 
of project-labor agreements that guarantee,

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Suspects sought in ‘distraction-style’ thefts 


Elderly victims approached 
in supermarket parking lots, 
West Hartford police say

West Hartford police are asking for the 
public’s help to track down persons of inter- 
est in recent “distraction-style” thefts in 
supermarket parking lots. 

On Feb. 1 in the Whole Foods parking lot 
on North Main Street, an elderly woman told 
police a male approached her with some- 
thing in his hand and gestured to the rear of 
her vehicle to address an issue with a tire, 
police said. 

The victim spoke with the male, who then 
walked away. The victim found later that 
her wallet had been stolen and fraudulent 
charges were made on several credit cards, 
police said. 

On Thursday in the Trader Joe’s parking 
lot, 1489 New Britain Ave., an elderly woman 
was in her car when a male tapped on the 
window with atire tool. The victim assumed 
she had a flat tire and got out of the car. The 


male walked her around to the passenger 
rear tire, but there was nothing wrong with 
the tire. The male walked away and the 
victim then noticed her wallet was stolen 
and learned later that fraudulent charges 
were attempted on several credit cards. 

The suspects did not have similar descrip- 
tions, but the style of theft in the two inci- 
dents was almost identical. Police on Friday 
released surveillance photos of persons of 
interest from stores where stolen credit 
cards from the two cases were shown. 

Westport police reported a similar inci- 
dent recently. A wallet was stolen from 
elderly victim at a Whole Foods supermar- 
ket and fraudulent charges were made at 
various locations. The suspect in this inci- 
dent matched the description of the suspect 
from Feb. 1 at Whole Foods. WHPD is work- 
ing with Westport police along with several 
retailers to gain more information.

Community 
colleges will 
raise tuition 
and fees 5% 


Exec: CSCU ‘in deep trouble; 
aid programs will limit impact

The Connecticut State Colleges and 
Universities system governing board voted 
to increase tuition at the state’s 12 commu- 
nity colleges for the upcoming academic 
year. 

Tuition and mandatory fees at the state’s 
community colleges are currently $4,476 
but will increase to $4,700 for full-time 
students for the 2022-23 academic year. 

CSCU leaders say the decision to raise 
tuition at the colleges is due to factors 
including increasing labor costs, the system 
running out of federal funds and colleges 
continuing to see a drop in enrollment. 

Ben Barnes, CSCU chief financial offi- 
cer, explained that before the pandemic, 
the system’s finances were already weak. 
But since the pandemic, he said, revenue 
has dropped across the system by over $80 
million a year. 

“We estimate, between this year’s short- 
fall and next year, we have a deficit of about 
$270 million,” Barnes said. “The governor’s 
[budget] proposal would have provided 
close to $100 million of that. We’ve asked 
the appropriations committee to give us 
$175 million in additional aid to get us 
through ’23. So we’re in deep trouble.” 

For the last three years, tuition at 
community colleges has remained flat. 
But Barnes said that while it was a diffi- 
cult decision to make, one of the reasons 
they thought increasing tuition now was 
“reasonable to do it at the rate that the 
board acted on” is because of the imple- 
mentation of resources like the PACT 
program. 

This program covers tuition for eligible 
high school graduates who enroll at any 
community college in the state full time, 
about 25% of the population, Barnes added. 

But during the recent board meeting, 
students, faculty and a few board members 
still raised concerns about the tuition hike, 
saying that since a large number of the 
students at the community colleges come 
from low-income or working-class fami- 
lies, this decision could bring on significant 
financial stress. 

“T’ve spoken to many fellow students 
about this proposal to increase tuition. This 
increase will prohibit them to continue 
their college education due to the financial 
disadvantages it will pose,” Jamie Czikow- 
sky, a student at Tunxis Community 
College, said during the meeting. “Students 
that will have to choose between paying 
for their education, or putting food on the 
table, paying for child care, or other basic 
needs that the extra $224 had provided 
them. ... From my conversations with 
students, these hikes will directly result in 
more enrollment decline.” 

Sara M. Berry, an adjunct faculty 
member at Manchester Community 
College, wrote a letter to the board oppos- 
ing the tuition increase. She said that she 
knows the board “has a responsibility to 
balance the system’s books,” but she does 
not believe that doing it this way will help 
either the system or students in the long 
run. 

Berry shared similar concerns as 
Czikowsky, explaining that the tuition hike 
“will present a larger barrier to enrollment 
and retention.” 

“Our students live complicated lives, and 
many cannot take care of their other obli- 
gations while being a full-time student and 
be academically successful,” Berry wrote. 
“Still other needy students may have tried 
college years ago, not been successful, and 
come back to improve their lives. These 
students are also not eligible for PACT 
funding. These neediest students, ineli- 
gible for this program, are the ones who 
cannot afford a tuition increase.”

among other things, the use of union labor. 

Union officials have declined to comment 
on the accusations laid out in the memo. In 
addition to Diamantis, they have been force- 
fully rebutted by Melody Currey, the former 
DAS commissioner who made the emergency 
declaration for Tolland, and the contractor 
that rebuilt the school, D’Amato Construction. 

“I was very shocked by the July letter, 
which is probably why my response was so 
vehement,” Diamantis said. 

Seventeen months later, Diamantis still 
is offering a vociferous defense against alle- 
gations that he steered contracts, only now 
the stakes are higher. He’s been fired, the FBI 
is investigating, audits are underway, and 
Diamantis complains the media is confusing 
details and making him a villain. 

Diamantis, 65, is a lawyer and former 
Democratic state representative from Bris- 
tol. He is the father of five daughters, one a 
central figure in the troubles that has reached 
far beyond his family: Anastasia Diamantis. 

It is a tangle that has contributed to the 
forced retirement of Chief State’s Attorney 
Richard Colangelo Jr. over his hiring of Anas- 
tasia Diamantis and the decision by Melissa 
McCaw to resign last week as the secretary of 
the Office of Policy and Management. She is 
leaving ajob overseeing Connecticut’s budget 
for ajob as finance director in East Hartford. 

Diamantis was fired in October over ques- 
tions pertaining to Colaneglo’s hiring of Anas- 
tasia Diamantis to a $99,000-a-year executive 
assistant job while the chief prosecutor was 
lobbying Diamantis and McCaw for their help 
in securing raises for top prosecutors. The 
FBI investigation became public on Feb. 2. 

Diamantis was McCaw’s deputy secretary 
at OPM as well as the director of the Office 
of School Construction Grants & Review. 
When McCaw named him to the politically 
appointed job of OPM deputy in 2019, she 
consented to one of his conditions: that he 
retain his civil-service school construction 
job and move it from DAS to OPM. 

Lamont held a press conference Friday to 
announce McCaw’s departure and address 
efforts underway to examine how the OSCGR 
was run under Diamantis and reforms already 
made to increase oversight. The office was 
returned to DAS after Diamantis was fired.

because 71% of the students who apply for 
financial aid at the colleges pay close to noth- 
ing for tuition and fees because of grants 
including PACT, Pell, Roberta Willis or a 
combination, and “another 10% have 75% of 
their costs paid for” 

In addition to the tuition increase, Balducci 
said, Pell grants are going up by about $400. 
He added that the “set-aside dollars,” a board 
policy that states they have to set aside 15% 
of the revenue that comes in through tuition 
to be used for financial aid, will also increase 
to 17%. 

CSCU Board Chairman Matt Fleury also 
said during Thursday’s meeting that they are 
going to continue having conversations about 
how to allocate other sources of funding. 

“It’s with significant misgivings that I 
would support this, but I think a reasoned 
understanding of the balance we’re trying to 
walk here, and also a wholehearted concur- 
rence with the sense that we cannot continue 
to turn to students to solve these problems in 
such a significant measure,” Fleury said. 

“That includes advocacy for funding from 
other sources, and it includes a healthy 
conversation about how the funding we have 
from taxpayers and students is expended 
and a rigorous review of the operational 
administrative ways in which we organize 
ourselves to allocate those dollars through- 
out the system.”

nor who authorized his firing. 

Diamantis is defending himself against 
allegations of dishonesty. Lamont, engaged 
in a reelection campaign, is defending 
himself against the suggestion his admin- 
istration was negligent in overseeing school 
construction grants. 

The governor said he never saw the trades’ 
accusatory memo or the point-by-point 
rebuttal produced by Diamantis on July 22, 
2020, after Lamont met with the unions for a 
clear-the-air talk about a variety of construc- 
tion issues. Lamont and union officials say 
the complaints about Diamantis didn’t come 
up during that meeting. 

Lamont is resolute on the question of the 
memo produced under the letterhead of the 
Connecticut State Building Trades Council, 
an association of construction unions that 
endorsed his reelection in December. 

“Never saw it. Never came up. Never 
distributed,” Lamont said. 

He said the same of the letter from 
Diamantis. 

“No, sir” Lamont said, when asked Friday 
if he saw the rebuttal. “That’s why I have an 
OPM secretary.” 

Diamantis does not know who in the 
administration saw the building trades 
memo or his rebuttal, other than the guber- 
natorial adviser who he says accepted it: 
Jonathan Harris, who had accompanied 
Lamont to the meeting. 

Harris, who left the administration in 
December, was vacationing out of the coun- 
try last week and could not be reached. But 
Diamantis said he assumed his rebuttal was 
persuasive; no one in the administration 
followed up with him. 

“T can’t tell you what happened with my 
documents that I gave. All I know is nothing 
negative happened,” he said. 


Months earlier, a warning 


Two months before the July 2020 meeting, 
a demolition contractor, Stamford Wrecking 
Company, complained to McCaw and Josh 
Geballe, then the commissioner of DAS, 
that OPM had interfered with competitive 
bidding on hazardous materials abatement 
on school projects in Groton. 

The complaint centered on whether 
municipalities could hire from a state emer- 
gency bidder list of four companies under a 
state contract that set some parameters on 
price, though the final cost was up to bidding 
or negotiations by the towns. Stamford 
Wrecking was not among them. 

Diamantis said the list, as well as an expert 
in his office, helped municipalities guard 
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“Tt works just like a regular book club. I 
pick a text and send it to them or they go to 
the library and pick it up, then we meet back 
the next week,” Hanlon said. “But we also 
talk about everything going on — the world, 
the town, their families.” 

For Hayashi, the book club has been a 
way to accomplish several things at once. 

“T’ve lived here for three years. I speak 
Japanese, English, a little Spanish. I wanted 
to meet new friends and improve my 
English,’ she said during the club’s online 
gathering last week. 

“T joined because I like the opportunity to 
read books and discuss them with the team,” 
said Avamova, who came to the United States 
from Kazakhstan three years ago.

“Before joining the club, I felt like reading 
a book in English was too hard. ... I feel more 
relaxed now,’ she said, crediting Hanlon’s

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on this type of theft and how to avoid being 
a victim: 

H@ Generally, distraction thieves are well- 
dressed and well-spoken men and women 
who target elderly victims and retail 


against the cost overruns common to hazard- 
ous abatement projects. 

“We were not interfering with contracts at 
all?’ Diamantis said. “All that was happening 
was letting the towns know that you can use 
state contracts for hazmat abatement.” 

Stamford Wrecking’s complaint initiated 
nearly a yearlong review by lawyers at OPM 
and DAS over the propriety of using the list, 
which had been compiled by the procure- 
ment office at DAS, not the school construc- 
tion unit overseen by Diamantis. 

It only had four contractors, and Diaman- 
tis said he had argued that it should be broad- 
ened. 

Noel Petra, the deputy commissioner of 
DAS assigned to review school construction 
practices, said the list was intended for small, 
emergency jobs, but DAS slowly had allowed 
wider use over the years. 

Separate from the hazardous abate- 
ment issue are the broader complaints 
from municipal officials since Diamantis’ 
dismissal. They say that he urged them to 
hire certain contractors, including one that 
employed his daughter Anastasia Diamantis: 
Construction Advocacy Professionals. 

Diamantis declined to respond to those 
allegations or talk about how his daugh- 
ter came to moonlight for a construction 
management company while she also was a 
state employee. For now, he said, his focus is 
on rebutting claims that he ever undermined 
competitive bidding. 

The only overall school construction proj- 
ect exempted from competitive bidding on 
his watch was the reconstruction of Birch 
Grove Elementary in Tolland, which was 
abruptly closed after the failure of its foun- 
dation due to contamination by pyrrhotite, 
a mineral that expands and causes uncon- 
trollable cracking when present in concrete. 

Currey said the emergency declaration 
was made by her in consultation with DAS 
legal staff. Its initial impact was to allow 
Tolland to skip bidding and hire D’Am- 
ato Construction of Bristol to immediately 
begin work constructing a temporary modu- 
lar school complex. 

The union memo suggested that D’”Amato 
was an odd choice since it had no history of 
school construction. Edward D’Amato Jr., 
the vice president of the multigenerational 
family business, immediately sent a letter 
to Lamont saying the union had misrepre- 
sented his company’s 60-year history and 
how it was hired in Tolland. 

His son, Tony D’Amato, the operations 
manager and third generation of D’Amatos 
in the business, said the union claim was 
insulting.

“T just personally take a little bit of offense in 
the fact that they paint school construction as 
aspecialty,” he said. “There’s nothing special- 
ized about it. We’re a builder. We’ve built every 
different type of building from the ground up. 
The school is no different than that.” 

D’Amato Construction was hired by 
Tolland for demolition, then kept to the 
install the modular units and, ultimately, the 
new school in record time. 

“T was happy to be part of it,’ D’Amato sad. 
“For the folks who work here, it was the proj- 
ect of a lifetime.” 

D’Amato is currently building a school 
in Bristol, a joint project with Downes 
Construction of New Britain that was 
awarded by competitive bidding. The use of 
the emergency bid list for demolition was an 
issue, due to what Diamantis insisted was 
a misunderstanding. The demolition work 
eventually went to bid. 

D’Amato said his company has not 
been approached by the FBI. The federal 
subpoena demanded documents of D’Amato 
and a dozen other companies that did school 
construction or worked on the reconstruc- 
tion of the State Pier in New London, a proj- 
ect supervised by Diamantis. 

Diamantis was elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1992, the same year as 
Currey, the commissioner who would hire 
him in 2015 during the administration of 
Gov. Dannel P. Malloy to oversee the school 
construction grants program at the Depart- 
ment of Administrative Services. Diamantis 
left the legislature after losing a Democratic 
primary in 2006. 

By reimbursing a portion of the costs, the 
state plays an influential role in the construc- 
tion and remodeling of local schools, offering 
guidance about standards and costs. Currey 
said she thought his predecessor overseeing 
school construction grants had been “arbi- 
trary” in dealing with municipalities. 

Diamantis had co-chaired an Appropri- 
ations subcommittee overseeing school 
construction grants, and he had been a town 
attorney, Currey said. 

“I wanted somebody who followed the 
rules and somebody who would adhere to 
the proper procedures and protocols, and as 
an attorney would know what those proper 
protocols and procedures were in relation to 
all aspects of doing construction,” Currey said. 

And that somebody, she said, was Kosta 
Diamantis.

But because you define 
the fullness of life this way, 
you are quite understand- 
ably disappointed and even 
mourning the fact that 
your life is a little less full 
than you had hoped. 

A Pew Research Center 
survey from 2021 finds 
that “a rising share of 
U.S. adults who are not 
already parents say 
they are unlikely to ever 
have children, and their 
reasons range from just 
not wanting to have kids 
to concerns about climate 
change and the environ- 
ment.” 

Your sadness over not 
having grandchildren will 
be shared by many other 
prospective grandparents. 

Unless your son demon- 
strates that his life is 
unfulfilled and empty, you 
should not misplace your 
concerns. 

In addition to the 
animals you foster, I hope 
you can find ways to bring 
children into your life.

Dear Amy: My girlfriend 
of 13 years and I are split- 
ting up.

Wallace grudgingly relives ’20 
turmoil in Netflix docuseries

“Tt wasn’t a hoax. It was 
real.” 

That’s what former FBI 
supervisory agent Stan- 
ley Ruffin tells viewers in 
“RACE: Bubba Wallace,” 

a Netflix docuseries that 
chronicles the only Black 
driver at NASCAR’s top 
level and his professional 
rise and personal role in 
social justice issues. 

The series now stream- 
ing is targeted to anon- 
NASCAR audience 
unfamiliar with Wallace’s 
emergence or the facts 
surrounding the noose 
found in his garage stall at 
an Alabama track. 

Wallace had successfully 
called on NASCAR to ban 
the Confederate flag at its 
events in June 2020. Two 
weeks later, NASCAR told 
Wallace a noose had been 
discovered in his assigned 
stall at Talladega Super- 
speedway. 

The incident occurred 
at the height of a national 
racial reckoning follow- 
ing the deaths of Black 
men George Floyd and 
Ahmaud Arbery. Wallace 
felt compelled to take a 
public position for the first 
time in his life — he was 26 
years old, NASCAR’s only 
full-time Black driver, and 
although he drove for icon 
Richard Petty, Wallace 
was an underperformer 
seeking his first career Cup 
Series win. 

The FBI investigated 
and determined the noose 
had been in that garage 
stall for months, since the 
unit had last been used. 
Wallace was not the victim 
ofa hate crime. 

He faced national ridi- 
cule — then-President 
Donald Trump accused 
Wallace of perpetrating 
a hoax — even though 
Wallace did not discover 
the noose or even see it. 
Wallace was accused of 
orchestrating the entire 
incident to boost his career.

“Mr. Wallace had noth- 
ing to do with the place- 
ment of that noose,” Ruffin, 
who led the investigation, 
says in the docuseries. 

The six-episode series 
directed by Erik Parker 
documents Wallace’s life 
and ultimate shift into a 
change agent willing to use 
his voice and platform. 

Wallace wanted a show 
— he had asked for Netflix 
to create something like 
its behind-the-scenes 
Formula One show “Drive 
to Survive” — to chroni- 
cle his first year driving 
for 23XI Racing. Wallace 
learned the project had 
to include his tumultuous 
2020. 

“T just wanted to go 
race,’ Wallace said. He 
said that “I was a pain” to 
Parker as the director tried 
to focus on 2020. 

Wallace exploded in 
exposure and pulled in 
millions of dollars in new 
sponsorship during 2020, 
and he parlayed it into the 
job of a lifetime. The fund- 
ing helped Denny Hamlin 
and Michael Jordan 
launch 23XI, and Wallace 
wanted to chronicle what 
he believed was his best 
chance to earn his first 
career Cup victory. 

“IT wanted that to be 
documented,” Wallace 
said. “And I wanted people 
to see what it takes to be 
successful at this level and 
how hard it is... I wanted 


to showcase what it’s like 
inside the mind of me 
going into these races. 

“But, the other side of 
that is the off-track stuff. 
How Bubba Wallace got 
his household name off the 
racetrack was everything 
from 2020. That was Erik’s 
path, he wanted to capture 
the history side of things, 
and I am focused on the 
racing side. It created an 
interesting dynamic there.” 

Parker relies on Wallace 
in “RACE” to recount the 
emotional roller coaster of 
Talladega, from the discov- 
ery of the noose to Wallace 
earning his first career 
victory 15 months later at 
the same track. Parker said 
he found asking Wallace to 
relive 2020 conflicted with 
how Wallace lives. 

“Tt seems like his mantra 
is moving forward, moving 
forward, moving forward,” 
said Parker, who added 
that he felt compelled to 
accurately document what 
was “such a traumatic 
time, not just for Bubba, 
but for the country.” 

“T can see where some- 
body like Bubba, he was 
trying in his mind to move 
on to the next day, he’s 
already gone past that,’ 
Parker said. “So getting 
him back, it always felt like 
dragging him back to the 
past, while he’s running 
to the future. It wasn’t all 
easy, but it was an import- 
ant endeavor.”

The Huskies took control 
with a 29-0 run overlapping the 
first and second quarters, and 
Janai Crooms, who scored 27 
against UConn on Jan. 30, was 
held to one point in the first half 
this time, after which UConn led 
51-10. 

“We knew that there was going 
to come a point in time when 
we were going to click,’ Evina 
Westbrook said. “We’ve been

Deadline 


day for 
labor talks

JUPITER, Fla. — Negotia- 
tors for locked-out players and 
owners recessed their talks 
until Monday, the day Major 
League Baseball had set as a 
deadline to salvage March 31 
openers. 

The sides held a series of 
short and more frequent meet- 
ings that management consid- 
ered productive. The talks 
stretched into Sunday night and 
are set to resume at 10 a.m. 

MLB said that by the end of 
Monday’s session — whenever 
it finishes — either there will be 
a deal or the league will begin 
to cancel regular-season games. 
MLB had said that was the 
latest an agreement could be 
reached to allow enough train- 
ing time to start the season as 
scheduled and play 162 games. 

Teams and owners narrowed 
some differences Friday and 
Saturday. Entering the 88th day 
of the work stoppage they were 
still far apart on big issues that 
include luxury tax thresholds 
and rates, the size of the new 
bonus pool for pre-arbitration 
players and minimum salaries. 

Some of those issues were 
in play during negotiations in 
which management wants the 
union’s agreement to expand 
the postseason from 10 teams to 
14, two more than players have 
thus far been willing to accept. 

Between 1 p.m. and 6:30 p.m. 
Sunday, Deputy Commissioner 
Dan Halem made four walks 
from the offices in the main part 
of Roger Dean Stadium to the 
area where players caucus in 
the Cardinals clubhouse build- 
ing beyond the right field wall. 

Max Scherzer, Andrew 
Miller and Marcus Semien 
attended the talks, a smaller 
group than in recent days, along 
with union head Tony Clark 
and chief negotiator Bruce 
Meyer. Scherzer, who lives 
nearby, left in late afternoon but 
may return. 

MLB executive vice presi- 
dent Morgan Sword, senior vice 
president Patrick Houlihan and 
vice president Reed MacPhail 
also met with the union, a trio of 
the officials familiar with many 
of the details of the intricate 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment. The expired contract 
numbered 359 pages plus 
separate deals covering bene- 
fits, joint drugrules and dealing 
with domestic violence allega- 
tions. 

Baseball’s ninth work stop- 
page started Dec. 2. Spring 
training games were to have 
begun Saturday and have been 
canceled through March 7.

Embiid scores 37 as Harden nets triple-double

NEW YORK — Joel Embiid and 
James Harden were greeted by 
loud roars from the large number 
of Philadelphia fans that packed 
Madison Square Garden. 

The cheers later turned to 
groans as one foul after another 
threatened to make the matinee 
last deep into the afternoon. 

Embiid didn’t care how it looked 
to viewers. All that matters is how 
his partnership with Harden looks 
to him. 

“Unstoppable,” he said. 

Embiid scored 37 points and 
made a career- and NBA season- 
high 23 free throws, Harden had 29 
points, 16 assists and 10 rebounds, 
and the 76ers made it two straight 
wins with their new duo by beat- 
ing the New York Knicks 125-109 
on Sunday. 

The 76ers made 39 free throws, 
most in the NBA this season, and 
almost all their work to break open 
a close game midway through the 
fourth quarter came from the line. 
Embiid finished 23 of 27 on free 
throws, and the NBA’s leading 
scorer added nine rebounds. 

It was the opener of a home- 
and-home series, with the game 
Wednesday to be Harden’s first in 
front of his home fans. 

“Tonight felt like we were in 
Philly,’ Harden said. “But that 
crowd, it’s going to be turned (up) 
in there, and I’m ready for it.” 

After a powerful performance 
in a 133-102 win at Minnesota on 
Friday in Harden’s 76ers debut, 
this one became a grind-it-out 
game that the 76ers handled better. 
It was tied at 100 in the fourth, 
but Philadelphia pulled away 
by scoring 10 of its next 12 at the 
line.

The Bruins left San Jose, 
Calif., on Saturday night with 
another win, their fourth in a 
row, inching them ahead of the 
Capitals in the East’s wild-card 
mixer.

Champ gets 





Ist win of ’22

FONTANA, Calif. — 
Even after Kyle Larson’s 
dominant finish to 2021, he 
entered the new NASCAR 
Cup Series season full of 
uncertainty. 

“Going into a new car, 
you just don’t know if 
youre going to win or not,’ 
he said. 

Just two races into the 
new year in the new car, 
Larson no longer has to 
wonder — although his 
path to victory included 
a fateful collision with 
furious teammate Chase 
Elliott on a wild day at 
Fontana. 

The defending NASCAR 
Cup Series champion 
held off Austin Dillon and 
Daniel Suarez in a tense 
finish Sunday, surviving a 
restart with four laps left 
to win at Auto Club Speed- 
way for the second time. 

Before the chaotic finish, 
Larson and Elliott made 
contact with just under 
20 laps to go, with Larson 
pinching his Hendrick 
Motorsports teammate 
into the wall while he 
fought to stay in front of 
Joey Logano. Larson apol- 
ogized for the collision 
over the radio, saying he 
hadn’t seen Elliott making 
abold move to get past him 
— but Elliott, who finished 
26th, and his team were 
decidedly displeased. 

“I had no clue he was 
even coming,” Larson said. 
“T hate that I ended his day 
after they had worked so 
hard to get back to the lead 
lap. It was probably just an 
honest mistake on both of 
our parts. ... [know they’re 
upset, but I would never 
run into my teammate and 
block them on purpose 
that late.” 

Larson then had victory 
in sight with eight laps 
to go when Elliott spun, 
forcing a race-record 12th 
caution. NASCAR fans

went wild with online 
speculation that Elliott’s 
spin was a deliberate 
attempt to hurt Larson’s 
chances to win. 

Larson and crew chief 
Cliff Daniels dismissed 
that notion, and they 
believe there won’t be 
long-term damage to their 
Hendrick relationship. 

The brouhaha with 
Elliott colored another 
superb race for Larson, 
who surprisingly hadn’t 
won any races anywhere 
yet in 2022. After starting 
at the rear under penalty, 
the relentless multidisci- 
plinary competitor and 
Northern California native 
roared to another win at 
Fontana in an entertaining 
race featuring ample pass- 
ing, plenty of mistakes and 
thrilling top-to-bottom 
moves on the seasoned 
five-wide asphalt. 

Larson made it out of 
the pits first after the final 
caution, and he led off the 
final restart. He was neck- 
and-neck with Suarez, 
who briefly got in front 
with two laps left before 
Dillon got into the draft to 
take his own shot. 

Larson hung on through 
it all and raced to his 17th 
career victory, the 11th in 
his year-plus at Hendrick 
Motorsports Chevrolet. 
But he only added another 
famed surfboard trophy to 
his 2017 award after cling- 
ing to the lead through an 
exciting finish in the first 
race for NASCAR’s Next 
Gen car on an intermedi- 
ate track. 

“There was definitely 
some guys that were 
quicker, but they had their 
misfortune,” Larson said. 
‘Just kept our heads in it all 
day. ... the whole race was 
crazy, but definitely good 
to get a win in California.” 

Dillon came in second, 
and Suarez slipped to 
fourth behind Erik Jones 
as Chevrolets took the top 
four spots.

McLaughlin wins IndyCar opener 


Scott McLaughlin at last showed his 
long move from Australia to the United 
States was worth the gamble, getting 
his first IndyCar Series win on Sunday 
in the season-opening race through the 
downtown streets of St. Petersburg, 
Florida. Now the New Zealander will 
have to see how far his first victory takes 
him: IndyCar’s season-opening winner has gone on to 
claim the championship the last three years. McLaughlin, 
the three-time Australian V8 Supercars champion, made 
his IndyCar debut at St. Pete in the 2020 season finale.

Nadal claims title, goes to 15-0 in ’22 


Rafael Nadal said earlier last week that 
he wasn’t aware of his career statis- 
tics. Now, he might want to have a 
look at them. The 35-year-old Span- 
iard defeated Cameron Norrie 6-4, 6-4 
on Saturday night to win the Mexican 
Open for the fourth time and extend his 
career-best start for a season to 15-0 as 
he won his 91st ATP title. Nadal, who won his third title 
in 2022, including the Australian Open for his record 21st 
Grand Slam singles title, is three victories from tying Ivan 
LendI’s total of 94 for third place for most championships 
in the Open Era. Jimmy Connors leads with 109 and Roger 
Federer has 103. The Mexican Open this year had four of 
the world’s top-five players in the draw — Daniil Medve- 
dev (2), Alexander Zverev (3), Stefanos Tsitsipas (4) and 
Nadal (5).

Zverev 
was thrown out of the tournament for violently smashing 
his racket on the umpire’s chair moments after losing a 
doubles match, while Tsitsipas lost to Norrie in the other 





With Ist victory, Straka into Masters 


Sepp Straka is going back to Georgiaina 
few weeks. He’s headed to the Masters, 
after pulling off a huge comeback to 
win the Honda Classic. Straka, down 
by five shots entering the final round, 
tapped in for birdie in the rain on the 
final hole and ended up beating Shane 
Lowry by one shot to become the first 
Austrian winner in PGA Tour history. He shot a 4-under 
66 on Sunday at PGA National in Palm Beach Gardens, 
Florida, to finish at 10 under and earn $1.44 million. Lowry 
shot his third consecutive round of 67, his 9 under total for 
the week coming up one short.

‘In it for the presti 


Russia’s athletic prowess likely 
to take another significant hit

Russia spent upwards of $50 billion to 
host the 2014 Winter Olympics in Sochi, 
then concocted the most elaborate doping 
scheme in history — all to cement its stand- 
ing as a global sports superpower. 

The country’s invasion of Ukraine, coming 
on the heels of yet another drug scandal that 
consumed the Beijing Olympics earlier this 
month, could serve to undermine an athletic 
dynasty tarnished by cheating and decep- 
tion, and often countered with only tepid 
pushback from international sports leaders. 

If a further reckoning comes, it would 
damage Russia’s ability to host events 
domestically and dominate them abroad. It 
would deliver a financial and a psychological 
blow. And it would compromise the image 
that President Vladimir Putin and leaders 
before him have tried to cultivate — one of 
a prosperous country fortified by strong 
athletes who beat their international oppo- 
nents in the games people play. 

Edwin Moses, the American gold- 
medal hurdler who had a key role in sort- 
ing through the Russian scandals, recalled 
trying to explain Moscow’s point of view to 
anti-doping leaders. 

“One thing I was always trying to get 
across to them was, ‘You don’t understand 
how important sports are to them, ” Moses 
said. “I’d tell them, ‘You don’t understand 
how far they’re willing to go to corrupt it’ ” 

In addition to widespread condemna- 
tion from Western governments, Russia’s 
move into Ukraine was largely disparaged 
by major sports organizations, including the 
International Olympic Committee. 

Anumber of federations, including skiing, 
curling and Formula 1, pulled premier events 
out of Russia. European soccer’s governing 
body UEFA led the way when it relocated 
this spring’s Champions League final from 
St. Petersburg to Paris. The International 
Biathlon Union banned Russia from its 
events. The largest conglomerate of them 
all, the IOC, condemned the invasion. 

One economics professor estimated the 
financial loss of the Champions League final 
could be in the tens of millions of dollars, a 
fraction of what Russia might forfeit from all 
the relocated events. But, he said, money isa 
small part of what motivates Putin. 

“He’s in it for the prestige and power,” said 
Victor A. Matheson of College of the Holy 
Cross in Worcester, Mass.. “The real thing 
here is that this is a big blow to his ego. He 
loves being in charge of things.” 

Russia’s power in world sports is most 
defined by its relationship with the IOC. 
Even though Putin’s country officially was 
banned from the Beijing Games, it fielded a 
team of more than 200 athletes competing as 
members of the “Russian Olympic Commit- 
tee.” They combined to win 32 medals, the 
second-biggest haul at the Games.

Every bit as notable was that Putin 
attended the opening ceremony with IOC 
leader Thomas Bach at Beijing’s Bird’s Nest 
stadium. It was ashow of defiance: Putin was 
there, while the U.S. and some of its allies 
refused to send diplomats to protest China’s 
human rights record. It also underscored 
how Putin was in good enough standing with 
the IOC to be present despite the ban. 

“Tn Putin’s mind right now, Russia will be 
at the Olympics again three years from now 
in Paris,” said Paul Massaro, a senior policy 
adviser to Congress who works on issues 
involving sports and international corrup- 
tion. “But I’m not sure he totally appreciates 
what a paradigm shift he’s created. I don’t 
want to be eating these words, but I actually 
think Russia could be banned this time.” 

The Russian government has portrayed 
the doping investigations as politically 
driven by the West. 

The IOC’s recent condemnation of 
Moscow over Ukraine focused on the breach 
of the “Olympic Truce,” a U.N.-sanctioned 
call for world peace that remains in play until 
March 20, seven days after the close of the 
Paralympic Games in Beijing.

soft treatment of Russia in the country’s 
long-running doping scandals. What steps 
he takes to back up the IOC’s most recent 
show of displeasure will shape Russia’s role 
in world sports for the next decade or longer.

qualifying this spring and the world track 
and field championships in Oregon in July. 

World Athletics is unique in that it has 
taken a tough stance in the Russian doping 
saga since 2015.

“We now witness brutal actions in the 
Ukraine. We can’t let Russia get away with it 
again with no consequences,” Helleland said.

Euro nations reject FIFA ruling Russia can play as RFU

LONDON — FIFA drew a swift backlash 
from European nations for not immediately 
expelling Russia from World Cup qualifying 
on Sunday and only ordering the country to 
play at neutral venues under the name of its 
federation — the Football Union of Russia 
(RFU). 

Protesting against FIFA’s response to 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine, Poland said 
it would still refuse to play the country in a 
World Cup playoff semifinal, which is sched- 
uled for March 24. 

“Today’s FIFA decision is totally unac- 
ceptable,” Polish football federation presi- 
dent Cezary Kulesza tweeted. “...Our stance 
remains intact: Polish National Team will 
NOT PLAY with Russia, no matter what the 
name of the team is.” 


The unanimous ruling by the FIFA 
Bureau, featuring the six regional football 
confederation presidents, was also that the 
Russian flag and anthem can’t be associated 
with the team playing as “Football Union of 
Russia (RFU).” 

“FIFA will continue its dialogue with the 
IOC, UEFA and other sport organizations to 
determine any additional measures or sanc- 
tions,” FIFA said in a statement, “including 
a potential exclusion from competitions.” 

The decision adopts the Court of Arbitra- 
tion for Sport ruling before the invasion of 
Ukraine, punishing Russia’s cover-up of the 
investigation into state-sponsored doping. 
It meant the Russians had to compete at the 
last two Olympics as the ROC team. FIFA 
had stalled implementing the ban on Russia 
competing under the country’s name until a 
potential qualification the World Cup. 

The winner of the Russia-Poland playoff 


is due to host Sweden or the Czech Republic 
on March 29 to decide who advances to the 
Nov. 21-Dec. 18 World Cup in Qatar. 

Swedish federation president Karl-Erik 
Nilsson, the senior UEFA vice president, 
told the website Fotbollskanalen that he 
wasn’t satisfied with the FIFA decision with 
a “sharper stance” expected. 

Before FIFA’s attempted compromise, the 
Czechs said earlier Sunday that it wouldn’t 
play Russia even on a neutral venue. 

FIFA said it had engaged with the three 
associations and would remain in “close 
contact to seek to find appropriate and 
acceptable solutions together.” 

Separately, the English Football Asso- 
ciation announced that its national teams 
would refuse to play Russia for the “fore- 
seeable future.” Russia has qualified for the 
Women’s European Championship which is 
being hosted by England in June. 


The English FA said the decision was 
taken “out of solidarity with the Ukraine and 
to wholeheartedly condemn the atrocities 
being committed by the Russian leadership.” 

UEFA on Friday pulled the 2022 Champi- 
ons League final from St. Petersburg, moving 
it to Paris. 

As the attack of Ukraine entered a fourth 
day on Sunday, Russian President Vladimir 
Putin temporarily lost his most senior off- 
cial position in world sports. The Interna- 
tional Judo Federation cited “the ongoing 
war conflict in Ukraine” for suspending 
Putin’s honorary president status. 

Putin is a keen judoka and attended the 
sport at the 2012 London Olympics. 

In Putin’s other favorite sport, hockey, 
Latvian club Dinamo Riga withdrew Sunday 
from the Russian-owned and run Kontinen- 
tal Hockey League citing the “military and 
humanitarian crisis.”
